I/Iovcncnt  of  Seed.    The  novcnent  of  cottonseed  to  oil  nills  this  ireek  in  the  Southwestern  Area  was 
the  heaviest  of  the  season.     Open  weather  continued  very  favorable  for- harvesting  and  ginning  in 
all  sections,  and  farners,  especially  in  north  and  northv/est  Texas  and  Dklahona,  are  taking  full 
advantage  of  it  in  gathering  their  crop. 

Quality  of  Seed.  The  average  gSade  of  cottonseed  in  T-exas  and  Oklahona  showed  a  slight  inprove- 
nent  over  that  of  last  week.  The  Texas  grades  increased  fron  99.5  to  100.0  and  in  Oklahona  fron 
■93i0  to,  96.0.  -     -    ■■  ,- 

■All  districts  in  Texas  except  District  3,  5,  and  9  showed  the  sane  grade  or  inprovenent  in  grade 
compared  with  last  week.    .District  9  (Upper  Coastal  counties)  again  reflected  the  lovrest  grades  of 
th.j  State.    The  .district  average  w-as  69. 0  conpared  with  76»5         previous  week,    Sonc  certificates 
sho-v/ed  quar.ity  inde:::  deductions., on  account  of  free  fatty  acid  in  the  oil,  v^ith  as  high  as  68.8 
units,  causing  'belo,/  grades.     ViThile  the  grade  was  not  materially  affected.-  certificates  which 
originated  in  District -1  (.High  Plains)  and  District  2 ,( South  Plains)  showed  so:ae  foreign  natter. 

■  V/ithout  exception,  all  districts  in  Oklahona  showed  grade  inprovenent.     However „  certificates 
continued  to  show  conparatively  low  oil  content  and  excessive  noisti}re .with  seed  fron  sone  of  the 
di'-.tricts  showing  excessive  free  fatty  acid.     Seed  originating  in  District  6  (central  eastern 
Oklahona)  again  "showed  the  lowest 'gra.dc  for  the  State,-  with  86. 5« 

Pri£e£  of  Cottonseed.    Giriners'  'wagon-lO't  prices  in  T6xas  ranged  fron  $25  per  ton  in  '.'Jharton 
County,  District  9,   to  $64  in. Ellis  County,  District  4.    prices "paid  to  farners  hy  ginners  in 
Olwlahona  ranged -froii  $40  per  ton  in  Creek  County;  District  5,  to  $57  in  Beckhan  and  Washita 
counties.  District  4<  iri  Kiowa  County,  District  ' 7»  ' 

Oil  nill  prices ;  quoted  in-Texas -ranged  fron  $55  to  $62  per  ton  basis  grade  (lOO)  f.o.b.  gi-ns', 
i.tiiio  in  Oklahoma  the  prevailing  price  was  generally  $6o.    The  higher  Texas  oir'nill  prices  were 
reported  in  the  .-northern  counties  of  Districts  4  and  5»  •  "  • 

The  Hovenber  forecast  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  was  doxvn  about  4  per  cent  fron  the  October 
figure.     Cottonseed  production  of  3,856j_000  tons  is  indicated  on  the  basis  of  this  forecast  and. 
the  average  ratio  of  seed  to  lint  during  the  last  5  years.     This  conpares  v-^ith  4i901.000^tons 
last  season  and  4i688,000  t\70  years  ago.     The  indicated  crop  is  the  snallest  since  l899  with  the 
exception  of  1921.  -  ,  . 

Ginnings  continue  to  lag  behind'those  for  last  season,'  Only  5^  P^^^  cent  of  the  ^indicated  crop  was 
ginned  prior  to  Wovenber  1  against  a  lO-year  average  of  80  per  cent.     The  Crop  Reporting 'Board 
pointed  out  that  unless  open  weather  prevails  through  Novenber,  considerable  cotton  will  renain 
unpicked,
